rival, OF course, in many instances, emlgrants
may have changed the point of tinal destination
upon which they originally fixed their minds,
but in the main the statement was nndoubtedly
sweourate, Sinoe the oluse of the war the ntten-
tion of emigrants hais been directed very consid-
erably towards the Southern States, where tavor.
able opportnuities of leasing and cultivating to
sdvantage plantations and jarm laods are now

resented. We append o lst of mrivals trom

Surope between ihe 1st of November and tue
91st of December of the past year, anid the iu-
tonded destination of the emigrants, which will
ghow that foragn labor, industry, and cspitnl
are already beginning to furn, in inerossed
rutio, lowards the South, The number of emi.

The Indebtedness of the South.
From the Times.

We have recently made relerence to the
debls due by the Bouth to the North, and the
prospects of collecting them.
